LIIS  ROYAL  LHGHNESS  THE  GOVERNOR- 
GENERAL  IN  COUNCIL. 

The  Committee  of  the  .Privy  Council  have  had 
before  them  a report,  dated  12th  .Inly,  1915, 
from  the  Acting  Minister  of  the  Interior,  submitting 
that  Mr.  .lames  B.  Leighton  and  his  sons.  Raymond 
F.  Li'ighton  and  Leslie  li.  Leighton,  of  Savona, 
British  Columbia,  have  ajiplied  to  purchase  under 
irrigation  conditions  the  lands  enumerated  in 
accomiianying  schedule  and  situated  in  the  Rail- 
way Belt  of  Britisli  Columbia,  amounting  in  area 
to  519.S  acres,  200  acres  and  SO  acres,  respectively  ; 

The  IMinister  states  that  these  parcels  adjoin 
lands  owmed  by  the  applicants,  which  total  in  area 
aiiiiroximately  I.O.IO.O  acri's.  and  they  iiropose  irri- 
gating the  lands  applii'd  for  by  extending  and 
enlarging  the  irrigating  system  now  used  in  placing 
wuitiu'  on  their  lu’csent  holdings. 

Imqiections  have  liemi  made  by  officials  of  the 
Departimmt  of  tlu'  Interior,  who  have  reported  that 
the  land  is  unsuitable  for  agriculture  without  irri- 
gation. and  that  tin*  irrigation  proiiosition  is 
feasible  fi'om  an  engineering  standpoint, — 

’rii('  ^Minister,  therefore,  recommends  that  the

IStiT," — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway.  Tramway,  Turnjiike  Road, 
or  Telegrajih  or  Telejihone  Line;  the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work  ; chc  granting  of  a right 
of  I'erry  ; the  incorjioration  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Comjiany;  or  other- 
wise for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  Avhat- 
ever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of 
other  parties,  or  relates  to  any  particular  class  of 
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the  community,  or  for  making  any  amendment  of 
a like  nature  to  any  former  Act, — shall  require  a 
Notice,  clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature 
and  object  of  the  application  and,  where  the  appli- 
cation refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
generally  the  location  of  the  work,  and  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant  ; such  notice  to  be 
published  as  follows  : — 

In  the  British  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one 
newspaper  published  in  each  Electoral  District 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next  nearest 
Electoral  Districts  in  which  a newspaper  is  pub- 
lished. 

Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case  for 
a period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  the  interval 
Session  and  the  consideration  of  the  Petition,  and 
copies  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent  by  the  parties 
inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  to 
be  filed  amongst  the  records  of  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders. 

72.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  pi'esented 
to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each 
Session,  nor  may  any  Report  of  any  Standing  or 
Select  Committee  upon  a Private  Bill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no 
Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the 
same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  I’rivate 
Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore- 
said the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  clear  days 
before  the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy 
of  such  Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented 
to  the  House,  together  with  copies  of  the  notices 
published.  Such  publication  to  be  proved  by  affi- 
davit or  declaration  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  House.  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill, 
the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars.  If  a copy 
of  the  Bill,  Petition,  and  notices  shall  not  have 
been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening 
of  the  Session,  and  if  the  Petition  has  not  been 
presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  he  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six 
hundred  dollars.
